OSCILLATION GENERATION BY CONDENSER 


DISCHARGE. 


Oscillations are nothing more 


*r less than a very high, frequen- 
cy alternating current 
Oscilla- 


tion generation la. then, the pro- 
duction or generation of very 
high frequency alternating cur- 
rent in an electrical circuit 


Suppose that a condenser, a 


coll of wire and a spark, gap are 
connected 
in eerlesj with each 


other to make up an electrical 
circuit in which alternating cur- 
rent will flow when the sir space 
between the 
spark 
gap elec- 


trode* 
becomes 
a 
conducting 


path. The condenser is given a 
charge of' electricity from *ora« 
source outside of tha circuit un- 
der consideration. 
When it is 


charged the opposing. Platet of 
the condenser are ot opposite 
polarity, and there t* a difference 
of potential between them. If thli 
difference of potential is high 
enough it will overcome the re- 
eUtance of the air apace between 
the gap electrodes and a spark 
will take place in the gap. The 
air space becomes conducting and 
the circuit is «lo«ed. The con*, 
denser 
then 
discharges 
itself 


through the circuit and » current 
ot electricity flows. 
This dis- 


charge takes place in an extreme- 
ly short period of time, but dur- 
ing the time the current ftows 
back and forth many times until 
it finally ceases when the con- 
denser is completely discharged. 
It the current flows back and 
forth in opposite directions alter- 
nately it is, of course, an alter- 
nating current. 
Its frequency 


will depend upon the natural fre- 
quency of the circuit, which Is, in 
turn, dependent upon the.capaci- 
ty and inductance In the circuit. 


At any rate, this frequency to 
usually extremely high, and U» 
alternating current flowing may 
be called oscillations. In tlowin* 
back and forth through the cir- 
cuit the current meets with op- 
position, due to the pure resist- 
ance of the circuit and the resUV 
ance of the spark gap. This lat- 
ter resistance Is naturally not a» 
high as it was before the spark 
started, but is etill high enough 
to consume a considerable por- 
tion ot the energy of each swing 
of current. The current decreases 
In strength every time it flow* 
back and forth and finally die* 
out because there is DO electro- 
motive force to keep it going in 
the face of the opposition of re- 
•Istance. This whole action can 
be compared to the swinging of 
a, pendulum which is struck • 
blow. The blow is the electrical 
potential difference which started 
the spark In the gap. The swings 
of the pendulum are comparable 
to the alternating current which 
flows while the condenser Is dis- 
charging. The dying out of the 
•wings ot the pendulum are due 
to the resistance of ai^frlctlon. 
directly comparable to the resist- 
ance in the electrical circuit The 
frequency of the pendulum swings 
Is the natural frequency of the 
pendulum system in the same 
manner as the frequency of the 
oscillations U the natural fre- 
quency of the electrical circuit 


It is thus seen that oscillations 


are generated by the discharge 
of a condenser, and that these os- 
cillations die out unless the con- 
denser Is again charged and dis- 
charged. The oscillations are 89.1(1
